Rate Changes To Help Farmers 
Ordered by Service Commission 


Georgia railroads were ordered 
Thursday to suspend prepayment of 
freight charges on watermelons and 
other perishable farm products be- 
tween points in Georgia and the Geor- 
gia public service commission imme- 
diately asked the interstate commerce 
commission to approve its order. 


The commission's order, effective at 
once, was issued on motion of Com- 
missioner Jule W. Felton. Heretofore, 
perishable shipments from’ production 
to marketing points have required 
either a prepayment of charges or a 
bond, which has heretofore been fur- 
nished by the state bureau of markets, 
guaranteeing charges at point of de- 
livery. 

In connection with the order Chair- 
man James.A. Perry issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“On motion of Commissioner Fel- 
ton the commission voted unanimously 
to issue the following order to all rail 
carriers in Georgia and that a copy 
thereof be sent to the interstate com- 
merce commission notifying them of 
the action of the commission and re- 
questing similar action of that body: 

“Whereas, the movement of water- 
melons, peaches, apples and other per- 


ishable farm products between points 
in Georgia is at hand, and 

“Whereas, the condition of the 
f:rmers in this state is of such an 
acute nature as to call for every rea- 
sonable assistance looking to an ex- 
peditious movement to market by the 
railroads of watermelons, peaches, ap- 
ples and other perishable farm prod- 
ucts, and 

“Whereas, for years the railroads 
in this state have been requirjng the 
freight charges paid in advance of the 
movement or a bond of the shipper 
guaranteeing the payment of the 
freight on such movement, and 

“Whereas, this practice, if contin- 
ued, under present circumstances will 
work manifest inconvenience and dam- 
age to the growers of said products, 
it is, therefore, 

“Ordered: That all railroads shall, 
until further notified, cease their prac- 
tice of requiring advance payment of 
freight or bond in lieu therof on we- 
termelons, peaches, apples and other 
perishable farm products between 
points in Georgia.” 

The order was signed by Chairman 
Perry and Robert N. Stringfield, sec- 
retary.

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Change in Liquor Status 
| Certain, Mark Sullivan Says 


-“' BY MARK SULLIVAN. 
CHICAGO, June 16,—By the action 


of the republican national convention, 
it is certain that prohibition is 
launched in a modified direction. The 
ultimate destination, the status of 
liquor and the control of it two or 
three or more years from now, can 
be partially foreseen. The present 
method is clearly fated for change 
though not for several. The action 


of the republicans is the first step. 


The democrats two weeks from now 
will take a step in the same general 
direction. After the two conventions 
are over it will be clear to everybody 
that prohibition is headed for a new 
status. 

The present status has one charac- 
teristic that has created difficulty, in- 
spired opposition and necessitated 
change. That characteristic is the 
assertion of a right and duty in the, 
federal government to forbid and pre- 
vent sale of liquor in any and every 
state regardless of whether the state 
wants it or not. That is the thing that 
is about to be eliminated. The new 
phase of prohibition when it is at- 
tained, and by whatever path it is 
reached will include the right of any 
state to have liquor sold within its 
borders whenever a majority of the 
voters of such state want that done. 
This broad condition is certain . to 
come, There may be some qualifica- 
tion; to it. One group at the repub- 
lican . nvention wanted this right of | 
the states to be subject to withdrawal 
by congress. Practically all groups 
wanted congress to have at all times 
enough supervision of liquor within a 
wet state to be able to ensure that 
none of it shall be shipped legally into 
a dry state. That the federal goy- 
ernment shall have the duty and power | 


was demanded by drys and moderates 
of every degtee, and was not seriously 
resisted by wets. These qualifications 
and shadings of the kind and degree 
of power to be retained by the fed- 
eral government will be the subiect 
of much refinement of debate. That 
will not reduce the central fact that 
In the new status of prohibition a 
state shall have the right if it chooses | 
to permit the sale of liquor within | 
its borders. 
State Monopoly Seen. 
So much is clear. Another surmise | 
about the new phase of prohibition 
when it comes is less certain but looks 
probable. Close scrutiny of the devel- 
opments at the republican convention 
would seem to suggest that whether 
the arguers pro and con realize it or 
not we are headed toward a status ir 
which the manufacture and sale of | 
liquor shall be a state monopoly of 
the sort that has existed in Canada, 
Sweden and a third of a century ago 
for a brief period in South Carolina. 
Manufacture and sale of liquor as a 
private industry carriel on for profit 
is tacitly banned by many of the' 
arguments made by the wetter of the 
wets; and as a matter of course it 
is banned by the drys. Wet Dr. Nich- | 
olas Murray Butler was careful to. 
say in all his arguments at Chicago 
that he and the wets for whom he| 
spoke are opposed to the return of 
the saloon. The democrats when they 
meet here in two wecks will say the 
same, po matter how far they go in’ 
wetness. Ex-Governor Alfred EK, Smith | 
has already said that what he wants 
is “without the old evil of the saloon.” :

HOOVER, LIKE TAR BABY, 
SAYS NUTHIN’—SHOUSE 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—(/)-—- 
The republican plank on prohibition 
was described today as “weasel-word- 
ed all through’ by Jouett Shouse. 
chairman of the democratic national 
executive committee. 

In a statement issued through the 
national committee headquarters, he 
said the pronouncement was ‘“‘snscep- 
tible of any meaning that the driest 
dry or the wettest wet might desire 
to read into it.” 

Quoting extracts, Shouse said they 
proved the document to be “as com- 
plete a straddle as the administration 
was able to devise in view of the fact 
that 472 delegates in the convention 
were for submission ... of an out- 
right repeal of the present federal au- 
thority over the liquer traffic.”

posed to the game it is a relief to find that some of them are 
just average students after all. 
It would also be interesting to investigate and find

They say that no one ever recalls who finished in 
second place. But it isn’t likely that Mac Smith will be 
forgot. He has been thrust into second place behind 
some inspired player that he has carved out a little 


niche all for himself. 


More than once he has seemed a sure winner in the British | 
‘hind the plate in the first game, got 


open, only to have something happen in the last round to leave | 
him in second place. Twice in major open competition he has_ 
broken 290 and yet placed second. There is nothing like that | 
anywhere in golf. That figure isn’t broken often. 

It was in 1930 that Smith trailed Bobby Jones in 
England and then came direct to Interlachen to shoot a 
289 and still find himself trailing Jones. Last year he 
tried again, only to find himself three strokes behind 
Tommy Armour, Armour being near perfect in the final 
round. 

The old jinx still clings on. This year Mac Smith fired a 288 
in the British open. Now only once before in the British open 
has a 290 been broken. That was in 1927 when Bobby 
shot his record-breaking 285 at St. Andrews. 

And here was Smith with a 288. But there was Gene 
Sarazen with a 283, setting a new record for the British 
open. 

That sort of thing has been trailing Mac Smith for years. 
He can't shake it off. There will be quite a field at 
Meadow—Sarazen, Burke, Armour, Perkins, Von Elm, Horton 
Smith and all the others. And while a victory by Sarazen | 
would be the 
more drama than anything which might happen in the major | 
American event.
